Caffeine As a Causative 
Factor in Stomach Ulcers 


R* HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D. 


MORE and more we hear of peo­ 
ple 
who have ulcers, and al­ 
though the exact cause of ulcer of 
the stomach and first part of the 
bowel is not known, it is possible 
to treat this disorder satisfactorily 
by the use of diets and, often, by 
the giving of alkaline substances, 
such as baking soda, of course al­ 
ways under the doctor’s direction. 
There are some authorities who 
believe that ulcers may arise be­ 
cause of infections. 
Others think that perhaps some 
nervous disturbance is responsible. 
In any event, there are certain 
person* who seem prone to develop 
ulcers. These individuals are high- 
strung and nervous. 
Experiments have been carried 
out in the past which seem to show 
that caffeine is capable of produc­ 
ing ulcers in the stomachs of ani­ 
mals. Nevertheless, it has not been 
proven that it is a good thing to 
suppress altogether the use of bev­ 
erages containing caffeina in a 
person who has ulcers. 
Doctors James A. Roth and An­ 
drew C. Ivy of the Northwestern 
Medical School have recently done 
further experiments with animals 
to determine the effects of caffeine 
on the stomach. They made a mix­ 
ture containing caffeine in a solu­ 
tion of beeswax and mineral oil. 
The animals were given injections 
of this mixture into a vein daily. 
It was found that half of these ani­ 
mals developed bleeding ulcer in 


I the stomach. In a number of the 
animals 
more 
than 
one 
ulcer 
formed. On examination of the 
stomach, it was found that a black- 
brown material was present which 
evidently contained 
blood, 
and 
there 
were 
numerous 
bleeding 
points in the lining membrane of 
the stomach around the ulcer. In 
some of the animals a reddish- 
brown fluid was found in the first 
part of the intestine. 
It would appear from these 
studies that the excessive use of 
ca ffein e-co n ta in in g beverages 
might thus play s role in the for­ 
mation of ulcers of tbs stomach 
and of the bowel in human beings. 
It has also been noted that when 
caffeine-containing beverages are 
taken by mouth, the amount of se­ 
cretions formed in the stomach in­ 
creases. 
For this reason, it is the opinion 
of these physicians that it may be 
a good plan to restrict the use of 
caffeine-containing beverages in 
persons who have ulcers or who 
may have a tendency to develop 
them. This does not mean, of 
course, that such beverages would 
cause ulcers in all persons. There 
are many who find these beverages 
quite satisfactory. Of course, the 
physician will decide in those in­ 
stances in which caffeine-contain­ 
ing beverages should not be em­ 
ployed.

There is no 
certainty of this for this harvest 
as there is a severe shortage of 
labor for repairing of box cars and 
locomotives and a severe shortage 
of labor throughout the trans­ 
portation and processing indus­ 
tries. It is difficult to secure labor 
to unload cars at term inal ele­ 
vators and mills. 
An extreme shortage of lumber 
has to be faced and it will be 
very difficult to secure a supply 
of lumber to build additional stor­ 
age either on the farm or at ter­ 
minal points. Approval is, how­ 
ever. being given to construction 
of additional warehouse space.par­ 
ticularly if less critical m aterials 
such as reinforced concrete are 
to be used. Although supplies of 
steel are better than a year ago. 
Steel bins for farm or bin site 
storage will not be available. 
To supply the need for flour, 
mills will operate to capacity so 
far as labor is available. This will,
